He  was  one  of  the  first  Poultry 
majors  to  graduate  from  Massachusetts  Agricultural  Col- 
lege. Following  graduation  in  1912  he  spent  some  time 
in  commercial  work,  and  later  taught  at  Morrisville  State 
School  of  Agriculture  in  New  York. 

In  1921  he  returned  to  M.A.C.  as  Professor  of  Poul- 
try Husbandry,  where  for  nearly  four  decades  he  has 
taught  many  classes  the  intricacies  of  incubation,  genet- 
ics and  poultry  housing. 

A  student  all  the  way,  he  has  directed  his  study 
toward  the  reason  for  things;  then  following  up  by 
correcting  and  improving  many  generally  accepted 
theories.  This  has  been  exemplified  in  his  teaching  and 
caused  his  students  to  study  methods,  rather  than 
accepted  results. 

In  the  field  of  research  he  is  an  acknowledged 
authority  on  poultry  house  design  and  ventilation.  His 
study  of  methods  is  carried  over  into  his  favorite  sports 
of  golf  and  bowling.

The  season  opened  with  only  two  returning 
veterans  and  it  was  quite  evident  that  rebuild- 
ing would  be  the  main  theme.
